For those 
two paths are separating day by day, and in the nature of things they can 
never meet. Since the year 1848 popular education has been steadily 
building up a new Germany. The spirit of modern culture has spread 
from the highest classes to the lowest. That great body of the proletariat 
which the German cartoonists figure as ‘¢ Michael the Peasant” has grown 
most amazingly in knowledge and understanding. Originally this figure 
stood for a loutish clown, great in strength and endurance, ignorant, slow 
of apprehension, but wise with a certain mother-wit and native shrewdness. 
To-day the ‘*German Michel” is a thinking man with a sound though 
rudimentary education. And the education that he has acquired is of the 
most materialistic and rationalistic sort. He has freed himself from the 
romantic traditions of feudalism, and he has learned to look upon 
the spread of science and civilization as the ultimate hope of the poor, 
With every step of his new education he draws further and further away 
from the course of the young idealist who is striving to re-establish a 
medizval monarchy, and to build up a boundless military power, regard- 
less alike of the needs and of the resources of the nation. ‘* Follow Me!” 
cries the young Emperor, as he demands of his legislators more soldiers, 
more ships, more arms, more fortresses — but how long, how far will it 
follow him, this great, slow-moving creature that is day by day awakening 
to a knowledge of its power, and that has already set its face forward as 
resolutely as he has turned his toward the darkness of the past?
